Specialists 
in  our  latitude  that  grow  plants  for  spring  sales  make  their  big  sowings 
around  August  15-20.  Wherever  you  are,  remember  that  about  2V2  to  3 
months  of  open  weather  are  needed  to  produce  a  plant  nearly  ready  to  flower. 
With  the  opening  of  spring  such  plants  have  little  growth  to  make  before 
flowering.  Most  growers  prefer  to  make  two  sowings.  Unfortunately,  these 
sowings  must  be  made  during  the  most  trying  month  of  the  year.  For  this 
reason,  failures  are  sometimes  reported,  even  with  new  crop  seed.  Seed  beds 
should  be  made  up  of  light,  rather  sandy  material  with  some  leaf  mold  or 
peat  to  hold  moisture.  Level  off  and  soak  up  thoroly.  We  prefer  not  to 
cover  until  seed  swells  or  shows  signs  of  sprouting;  then  use  quite  sandy 
material  but  only  deep  enuf  to  hide  seed.  Watching  closely  for  mois¬ 
ture  is  important,  especially  on  hot  windy  days.  Cover  the  frame  with 
heavily  shaded  sash,  tilted  some  for  air,  and  gradually  reduce  the  shade 
and  moisture  as  the  seedlings  get  established.  The  germs  of  damping  off 
are'in  the  soil  but  can  be  checked  by  controlling  moisture  and  exposing  to 
all  air  possible  at  all  times.

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WINTER  SNAPS 


Antirrhinum,  or  Snaps,  are  more  than  half  hardy. 
We  have  seen  plants  that  flowered  all  summer  outdoors 
winter  over  in  New  Jersey  under  a  12  in.  covering  of 
straw.  This  cold  nature,  of  course,  extends  to  its  life  in 
the  seed  stage  and  explains  why  we  sometimes  fail  to 
sprout  good  seed  in  100  deg.  temperatures.  Most  grow¬ 
ers,  tho,  make  out  all  right  with  the  same  seed.  Why.^ 
Needless  to  say,  the  more  unfavorable  conditions  are,  par¬ 
ticularly  as  to  temperature,  the  closer  moisture  must  be 
watched.  If  too  wet  in  high  temperatures,  it  easily  rots. 
If  on  the  dry  side  for  a  few  hours  as  the  seed  swells  or 
sprouts,  it  quickly  perishes.  Our  seed  testing  is  done  in 
an  enclosed  box  or  bed,  and  during  the  summer  the  house 
is  heavily  shaded.  This  bed  is  protected  with  sash  that  are 
opened  full  at  night  and  during  the  day  about  2  in.  Such 
fine  seed  as  Snaps  is  not  covered.  If,  under  these  condi¬ 
tions,  sterilized  soil  is  used  and  proper  moisture  main¬ 
tained,  the  seed  can’t  help  but  grow — if  alive.  On  warm 
windy  days  we  usually  use  a  fine  overhead  spray  once, 
sometimes  twice,  daily.  This  is  all  the  moisture  needed 
aside  from  soaking  the  soil  thoroly  before  sowing. 

The  range  of  colors  in  today’s  Winter  Snaps  is  most 
complete  and  attractive  and  is  being  added  to  annually. 
The  new  varieties,  that  our  own  good  growers  are  respon¬ 
sible  for,  explain  why  this  cut  flower  crop  is  increasingly 
valuable.

Regardless  of  when  they  are  planted,  it  will  pay  very  well 
to  change  or  sterilize  soil  for  greenhouse  Sweet  Peas;  they 
are  very  susceptible  to  root  rot.  For  the  outdoor  crop  steri¬ 
lizing  isn’t  necessary,  for  natural  agencies — frost,  rain,  sun, 
and  open  air — maintain  the  proper  balance  in  the  soil,  but 
under  glass  it  is  very  different.  We  are  finding  sub-irrigating 
quite  an  advantage  in  ground  bed  Peas.

When  the  roots  of 
Sweet  Peas  are  in  muddy  soil  or  water  longer  than  say  24- 
36  hours,  rot  at  the  roots  is  liable  to  set  in.  All  our  Sweet 
Pea  seed  is  sent  you  treated  with  Cuprocide,  unless  other- 
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wise  ordered.  We  find  such  treatment  definitely  protects 
the  seed  from  rotting  and,  therefore,  recommend  it.  Another 
important  point  is  the  selection  of  the  newer,  strong  grow¬ 
ing,  long  stemmed,  larger  flowered  varieties.  They  are 
definitely  more  profitable  than  the  older  ones,  for  improve¬ 
ment  of  this  class  is  going  forward  steadily.  And,  if  you 
are  in  the  middle  or  northern  states,  remember  this:  for 
Xmas  or  midwinter  flowering  the  earlier  in  July  they  are 
sown  the  better.  An  August  sowing  usually  gets  into  the 
short  days  too  soft  to  hold  buds  well  until  January.  We 
again  offer  a  list  of  what  is  generally  accepted  as  the  "12 
Best  Varieties.’’

A  new  class  that  has  been  on  trial  with  us  for  several  years.  For  spring  flower¬ 
ing,  we  find  this  class  produces  from  15-20%  more  flowers  than  will  the  regular 
winter  flowering  kind  under  the  same  conditions.  Reason  for  this  is  their 
stronger  growth,  which  is  their  distinguishing  character.  This  growth  is  mid¬ 
way  between  the  winter  and  the  summer  kinds,  and  is  too  strong  to  form  or 
hold  buds  under  midwinter  conditions  of  the  Central  States.  For  this  reason 
they  should  not  be  sown  during  July  or  August.  We  find  an  October  1  sowing 
will  start  flowering  late  in  March  or  as  early  as  when  started  a  month  earlier; 
and  because  of  their  strong  growth  they  will,  of  course,  hold  out  longer.  Be¬ 
cause  of  this  growth,  they  are  sown  to  advantage  in  the  Central  States  as  late 
as  January  or  February.  We  strongly  recommend  at  least  a  trial  of  this  new 
class.  We  also  believe  they  have  possibilities  for  outdoor  use.  Three  good  com¬ 
mercial  colors  are  available  this  year:  ROSE  PINK,  about  the  shade  of  Giant 
Rose;  LAVENDER,  a  light  even  shade  with  little  shading;  and  a  fairly  dark 
shade  of  BLUE  with  extra  heavy  long  stems.

LATE  OR  SUMMER  PEAS 

(350  Seeds  Per  Ounce) 

Fall  sowing  of  this  class  as  far  north  as  Philadelphia  and  St.  Louis  is  usually 
safely  done.  We  have  successfully  made  such  sowings  in  our  latitude.  Length 
and  extent  of  freezing  isn't  so  bad  as  much  alternate  freezing  and  thawing.  In 
any  case,  sowing  should  be  done  just  before  the  ground  freezes.  If  too  early, 
they  will,  of  course,  come  thru  and  freeze  out.  In  the  latitude  of  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  they  frequently  winter  over  after  they  get  thru  and  become  well  established. 
This  can  be  done  in  the  near  south  if  some  attention  is  paid  to  covering  them 
during  severe  cold.  Advantage  of  the  early  start  is  that  flowers  are  had  before 
very  warm  weather  destroys  them.  We  have  found  them  a  profitable  outdoor 
crop  for  years  by  sowing  late  January,  growing  in  pots,  and  planting  out  around 
mid-April.  This  planting  comes  in  heavy  crop  about  mid-June.  This  class  is 
also  planted  to  advantage  with  late  planted  Earlies.  They  will  flower  heavily 
after  the  Earlies  become  exhausted.

While  Calendula  seem  to  be  slipping  somewhat  in  most  whole¬ 
sale  markets,  no  retail  grower  can  afford  to  be  without  them.  If 
sown  in  our  latitude  around  August  1  and  planted  out  about  Septem¬ 
ber  1,  grown  cool  as  possible,  they  get  into  heaviest  crop  around 
Xmas  and  January.  At  this  season  greenhouse  flowers  are  scarce  if 
they  ever  are.  And,  unlike  most  other  flowers.  Calendula  hold  their 
color  perfectly  regardless  of  dark  spells.  By  disbudding,  an  early 
started  crop  can  be  cut  down  by  Valentine’s  Day,  producing  around 
eight  flowers  per  plant.  With  a  spring  follow-up  of,  say.  Stocks,  we 
find  the  space  pays  out  fairly  well,  better  than  when  flowered  during 
spring  months.  They  like  deep  rich  soil,  but  get  soft  in  it  unless 
grown  cold  and  rather  dry  during  darkest  months.  On  raised  beds 
they  grow  harder  but  shorter  stemmed.  About  their  wilting  in  mid¬ 
winter,  we  don’t  close  our  vents  on  Calendula,  except  for  freezing 
or  storms,  until  steady  firing  begins,  with  us  around  November  1. 
This  cold  treatment  starts  our  plants  into  the  short  days  well  hard¬ 
ened.  In  this  condition  the  flowers  don’t  wilt.  Also  about  singles; 
not  over  1%  of  our  Calendula  will  come  really  single.  Such  plants 
are  quite  weak,  produce  small  single  flowers  early  and  should  be 
pulled  out.  Any  check  to  the  growth  of  Calendula,  such  as  might 
be  caused  by  poor  soil,  too  dry  at  the  roots,  too  warm,  life  drawn 
out  by  aphis,  or  a  dark  house,  also  the  cutting  down  of  a  crop,  is 
a  check  to  the  plants,  that  explains  so  many  singles  toward  the 
finish.  Many  retail  growers  don’t  disbud;  this  provides  a  more  or 
less  continuous  crop  without  the  cutting  down  effect  we  get  in 
disbudding. 

■Where  summer  heat  is  not  extreme,  or  until  hot  weather  sets  in. 
Calendula  are  quite  attractive  for  bedding.  They  are  largely  used 
in  the  South  for  this  purpose  during  the  winter  months.  While 
some  might  prefer  the  longer  stemmed  Ball  varieties  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  because  of  their  cutting  value,  the  more  compact  growers,  es¬ 
pecially  the  quilled  Radio,  Orange  King,  and  Orange  Shaggy,  and 
for  lighter  effect  Radio  Golden  Beam,  are  more  typically  bedding 
varieties.

ANNUAL  LARKSPUR 

(8,000  seeds  per  ounce) 

It  is  quite  clear  that  the  interest  in  annual  Larkspur  is  increasing.  No 
doubt,  this  is  due  not  only  to  its  attraction  as  cutting  material,  but  also  to 
the  ease  with  which  it  is  grown.  It  is  true  that  less  than  year  old  seed 
sometimes  seems  to  go  into  a  dormant  stage,  but  in  moderate  temperature 
this  doesn’t  often  happen.  Also,  greenhouse  Larkspur  is  susceptible  to 
rot,  but  good  culture — plenty  air  and  clean  soil — usually  takes  care  of  this. 
We  once  planted  a  hou.se  of  Larkspur,  using  heavily  enriched  soil,  in  deep 
ground  beds.  Also,  thru  the  dark  months  of  winter  carried  it  quite  cold.  It 
made  a  remarkable  growth,  but  the  flower  stems  were  so  hollow  they  broke 
in  handling.  Also,  growth  was  so  rank  that  it  was  easily  cut  into  by  rot. 
The  house  was  a  financial  failure.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  grown  it 
on  shallow  beds  of  a  Carnation  house  profitably,  flowering  it  during  mid¬ 
winter  with  good  stems  but  not  extra  long.  Also,  we  have  sown  it  out¬ 
doors  early  in  July  without  a  trace  of  germination,  tho  kept  well  moistened. 
With  the  coming  of  cool  wet  weather  in  September  it  came  up  100% — 
apparently.  Larkspur  is  much  used  for  fall  sowing  outdoors;  such  a  start 
brings  on  an  early  spring  crop.  In  the  north  such  a  sowing  must  be  made 
late  enuf  to  avoid  germination  of  the  seed,  but  around  the  latitude  of 
Philadelphia  and  south  the  sowing  should  be  made  early  enuf  to  permit 
the  seedlings  to  become  well  established,  in  which  shape  they  will  usually 
winter  over,  for  annual  Larkspur  is  more  than  half  hardy. 

Seed  growers,  particularly  in  California,  are  keenly  interested  in  the 
improvement  of  Larkspur;  and  to  realize  what  they  have  accomplished, 
consider  the  extent  they  have  been  bettered  in  the  last  dozen  years.  But  no 
variety  is  perfect,  and  never  will  be.  A  few  singles  and  rogue  colors  will 
always  show  up,  for  reversion  and  variation  seems  the  law  of  every  form 
of  life. 


All  Larkspur  seed  orders  calling  for  immediate  shipment  received 
during  July-August  must  be  filled  with  ’38  or  last  year’s  crop.  Chances 
are  it  will  not  germinate  in  very  hot  weather.  If  you  are  not  sowing 
until  September,  specify  neiu  crop  and  your  order  for  this  seed  will  be 
filled  early  in  September.
